D udley has used vetch and peas 
o n a god p a rt of th e cultivated 
lan d to bring it back into p ro d u ct­ 
ion. T his year he had 216 acres 
of o ats th a t average 50 bushels to 
th e acre. 
He had nine acres in alfalfa 
th a t m ade excellent hay th is year. 
In 1951 D udley 
worked 
w ith 
farm ers and ran ch ers in his p a rt 
of th e county on th e idea of fo rm ­ 
ing a soil conservation district. 
T hey had th e ir election and a d ­ 
ded th e ir p a rt of th e county to th e 
U pper Leon 
Soil 
C onservation 
D istrict which now takes in all of 
C om anche County. 
“Soil and 
range 
conservation 
h as been th e salvation of th is 
county. Several of 
us ran ch ers 


and farm ers were tanen on a tour 
of the S ta rr com m unity in M ills 
C ounty by Jo n n Sim pson, work 
unit conservationist for this d ist­ 
rict. We saw w hat conservation 
would do for vour ranu*- and land 
an d we were sold th en .»nd there," 
Dudley said. 
Dudley is slowly 
but 
surely 
solving 
the 
brush 
problem 
He 
chains or dozes off 
the bir Ter 
fiu.sh 
and 
lets 
the 
.trass and 
goats do the rest. His grass is now 
effectively 
controlled 
the 
prob­ 
lem s of m esquite. 
T here are areas on his ranch 
th a t 10 years ago a m an on horse 
back couldn't have ridder. through. 
Now th e « 1 sam e areas are knee 
high w ith Little and Big Blue- 
stem and alm ost free of any brush 
except th e dead trees. 
So far. w ater h a sn ’t been a 
problem on the Dudley ranch. He 
h as six tanks on the ran ch as well 
as seven windm ills. 
T he thick grow th of native grass 
h as held m ost of th e w ater th a t 
fallen. However. Dudley has som e 
n atu ra l springs dam m ed up th a t 
furnish a great deal of th e need­ 
ed w ater, and several tan k s built 
in recent years. 
D udley’s fa th e r devised a unique 
way of supplying w ater for one of 
th e pastures. 
He 
discovered a 
spring In a draw . He built a con­ 
crete well around th e spring to 
catch th e w ater, and th en laid a 
pipe from th e well to an 
11-foot 
reservoir and ran a pipe from the 
bottom of it to a stock tan k lower 
dow n th e draw . W ith a control 
float attach ed , th e tan k stays full 
of w ater a t all tim es. 
W hen D udley’s ran ch was visit­ 
ed he was in th e process of build­ 
ing a 125-ton tren ch silo. He had 
30 acres of corn w hich lie expected 
to yield about four tons per acre 
to p u t in th e silo w hen com pleted. 
W h at w ith th e grass 
on 
his

The 
pro.secution 
m ast 
prove your guilt beyond a reason- 
ablee doubt, or you will be acq­ 
uitted. 'ITie mere fact th a t you 
have been idven a 
ticket 
or 
accased of a crime Ls not even 
I evidence of guilt. 
A nother Im portant protection 
is the 
right to 
have a witne.s.s 
¡whose tLstimony you may need 
j subpoenaed to appear in court 
and te.stify Many people are re­ 
luctant to go to court when their 
own rights are involved, and un- 
Ic.ss you have a m eans for com­ 
pelling their attendance and test­ 
imony, you often would be unable 
to prove the facts nece&sary for 
success in your case. 
It is the duty of every citizen to 
testify if he has inform ation im ­ 
portant to a law suit and is call­ 
ed upKin to do so. The courts can 
and do enforce attendance in court 
and the giving of testimony. 
C ertain other safeguards are 
valuable to you. A person m ay re­ 
fuse to te.stlfy in any proceeding 
if he has a reasonable belief th a t 
his testim ony could be used as 
a crim inal procedure against him. 
This does not m ean, of course, 
th a t a confession given freely and 
voluntarily cannot be used as evi­ 
dence. But it docs m ean th a t an 
accused cannot be compelled to 
take th e wltne.ss stand, nor can his 
failure to testify be conunented 
upon by the pro.secutlon. 
O ur courts provide m any safe­ 
guards for th e innocent against 
false accusations of crime. But 
I m any of the.se rights would be 
jvaluele.ss w ithout the a.ssi.stance 
'of a lawyer, who has been .schooled 
;ln legal principles and rules of 
.statute or decLslon Involved, to In­ 
voke the.se rights. The "right to 
counsel” m ust be granted to every 
accased per.son brought before any 
court in the state. The law pro­ 
vides th a t if an accu.sed person 
cannot afford to pay for legal 
councel and desires it, the court 
m ust appoint a lawyer to assist 
him in his case 
Every penson charged with an 
infraction of the law has the right 
to consult counsel before making 
any plea. This applies to cases in 
e\er>' court 
including jastice of 
; e peace courts, municipal courts, 
traffic courts and district courts. 
It does little good to consult a 
lawyer after you have pleaded 
guilty and paid the fine, for then 
the dam age has been done.
